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DECLARATION UNDER 37 C.F.R. 81.131 

I, Andrew R. Marks, hereby declare and state as follows: 

1 . I am the inventor of the subject matter claimed in the patent application having U. S. 
Serial No. 10/680,988. 

2. The claims now pending in this application are directed to (A) a method for limiting a 
decrease in the level of RyR2-bound FKBP12.6 protein in a subject who is a candidate for 
exercise-induced cardiac arrhythmia, comprising administering to the subject an amount of JTV- 
519 effective to limit a decrease in the level of RyR2-bound FKBP12.6 protein in the subject, 
wherein the subject has catecholaminergic polymorphic ventricular tachycardia (CPVT) and (B) 
a method for treating exercise induced cardiac arrhythmia in a subject, wherein the cardiac 
arrhythmia is associated with CPVT. In the latest office action, I understand that these claims 
have been rejected over Yano et al (Circulation 107: 477-484, 2003) in view of Wehrens et al, 
{Cell 1 13:829-840, June 27, 2003). 
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3. I have been informed and believe that Yano et al. was published online on December 1 6, 
2002. 

4. I conceived of the methods claimed in the '988 application prior to December 16, 2002 as 
evidenced by the Invention Report which I prepared. A redacted copy of the Invention Report is 
attached as Exhibit A, but the date of the report is earlier than December 16, 2002 The 
Invention Report describes the methods recited in the pending claims of the '988 application. 

5. I diligently reduced the claimed invention to practice at least since the date of my 
Invention Report 

6. The claimed invention was made in the United States. 

7. The work described within this Declaration was performed by me, or on my behalf under 
my. direction and control. 

8. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that 
all. statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further, that these
